Below.we give tha- portion of the publle 
ineeting called to consider the Voluntecr, 
question of whieli wé gave a condensed tt- 
port yesterday. aAflec His Excellency the 
Governor hid opened the mooting ho called 
upon Mr Francia to proposs the following 
resolution:—' That it is desirable to tv- 
ostablish-and maintain a Volunteer force in 
Hongkong, on the understanding that it is 
tho wish uf the Government that this: form 
will be brought into as near touch.as posi 
blo with-thé military force.’ oP 5s 


Mr J. J. Francia, Q.C., said—The res 
lution which has been placod in my hands 
te propose is to a certain extant na double. 
bedied resolution ‘and one which. exaily 
mizht be.divided into two or three heads 
What.is maaut by encouragement? Ite 
to be established, und maintained, and on- 
couraged. 1 myself individually have been 
connected with the Volunteer. force is 
Hongkong since 1878, I wes well sequaint- 
ed vith theoldf-res raised in 1862 and 
alwoys have been of opinion thet.it was.not 
possible at any. time, when things were it 
a peaceable condilion, tu maintain perman- 
ontly in Hongkong. more than the nucle 
of s Voltntort fores, Bat Ido not think 
that it is of tho very yreateat possible im- 
portance that here in Hongkong wa should 
maintain the nucleus of a Volunteer forces, 
a skeloton corps of somo doscription, a 
which if hostilities: were to break out orif 
hostilities were thrsateued the whole baly 
of the younjg mon in Hongkong could fom 
an effective corps. In: 1878, when thers 
soomed aome probability of war with Russia, 
over 200 men ware on the roll af the cars 
thén tatsed and while hostilities appoared 
imminent we had 160 or 170 men on parads 
twico a day, morning avd evening, ant 
most goalous and energetic they were. The 
moment tho possibility of hostilities hai 
passed away tho numbers present on parade 
dropped to 30 or 4Q@ men. Thor aro many 
Gotails to be considered as to bow the cara 
should be worked to prove most effective 
and poplar. Perhaps some arrangement 
cunld be made by which, as in Shanghai, 
the men wera called op only for o shart 
period of drill, say a month or Bix weeks in 
the cocler season of tho year devoted to 
@arnest drill, morning aud evening, and 
the men left to dispose of their time as thoy 
plenaed during the greater portion of the 
rest of the year. Since 1878 the Europes 
population of the colony hus vory sonsidor- 
ably increased and I myself believe thatif 
hostilities were threateued, or were to break 
out, over 300 inatead of 260 would ba ready 
to turn out ata moment's notice. Is it too 
much to expect thut-100 or 120 could bo 
got together now? I do not understand 
quite ‘whatber Bis Excellency means a fore 
of 120 mon in addition to the present forte.
